“It’s all right,” as the chief seized 
him, evidently refeiring to the en­ 
velope which he had offered the po­ 
lice official.

Through information received from 
a sister of the dead man and from a 
fellow employe in a produce commis­ 
sion house where Averbuch had re­ 
cently been employed, the police were 
able to trace his movements and learn 
the views he held.

eral weeks ago with a parade of unem­ 
ployed men headed by “Dr.” Ben L. 
Reitman through the streets of Chi­ 
cago, coupled with the more recent 
announcement that Emma Goldman, 
the anarchist, would not he allowed to 
speak in public in this city, led Aver 
buch to attempt to “remove” the po­ 
lice head in Russian “terrorist” fash­ 
ion. 
Harry Shippy, who was believed at 
first to have been mortally injured, is 
now said to have a good chance of 
recovery. 
Neither of tiie other men 
was dangerously hurt. 
The attack gave significance to a 
statement made by Chief Shippy a 
month ago when I10 commented on a 
report made to him by one of his 
subordinates of an anarchist meeting 
held immediately following the assas­ 
sination of tHe king and crown prince 
of Portugal.

administration of justice there affairs 
had grown disgraceful.

following the massacre of Jews in 
Kishinev, Russia, where his home had 
been previously. 
His plans to kill 
Chief Shippy are believed to have 
been formed as a direct result of the 
latter’s interference with a parade of 
unemployed men through the city’s 
streets several weeks ago. 
Averbuch 
had been employed recently by a pro­ 
duce commission firm here. 
Through information received from 
a sister of the dead man and from a 
fellow employe in a produce commis­ 
sion house where Averbuch had re­ 
cently been employed, the police were 
able to trace his movements and learn 
the views he held. It was learned 
that Chief Shippy’s interference sev­ 
eral weeks ago with a parade of unem­ 
ployed men headed by “Dr.” Ben L. 
Reitman through the streets of Chi­ 
cago, coupled with the more recent 
announcement that Emma Goldman, 
the anarchist, would not be allowed to 
speak in public in this city, led Aver­ 
buch to attem pt to “remove” the po­ 
lice head in Russian “terrorist” fash­ 
ion. 
Harry Shippy, who was believed at 
first to have been mortally injured, is 
now said to have a good chance of 
recovery. 
Neither of the other men 
was dangerously hurt. 
The attack gave significance to a 
statem ent made by Chief Shippy a 
month ago when he commented on a 
report made to him by one of his 
subordinates of an anarchist meeting 
held immediately following the assas­ 
sination of the king and crown prince 
of Portugal. 


W ere Never More Dangerous. 
“Never in the history of Chicago,” 
said the police head at that time, 
“have anarchists and other enemies 
of law and order been more dangerous 
than they are at the present time. 
The police are watching all of their 
movements closely. You never know 
when they are going to break out.” 


I 1 r \ 
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ists in Chicago will b e ' prosecuted 
with greater vigor than ever before. 
“As long as I am chief of police.” 
he declared, “there never again shall 
be another parade of anarchists.” 
Edward Berman, forty years old, a 
cobbler, was arrested by the Maxwell 
street police who had obtained what 
they thought was a clew through the 
accident of crossed telephone wires. 
The sargeant at the station was using 
the telephone when his line became 
crossed with one over which someone 
from Berman’s shop was talking. 
“For God’s sake get out of town; 
they’re on,” the sergeant heard a 
man’s voice say. 
Detectives were hurried to the place 
where Berman and his partner, Will­ 
iam D. Siegel, were taken into cus­ 
tody. They will be questioned. The 
police learned from neighbors, so they 
claim, that Berman’s shop has been 
used as a congregating place nightly 
by a crowd of men. 
When Berman was asked whether 
he knew Shippy’s assailant he replied: 
“I don’t know; I might.”

King Rex and Real Summer Weathei 
A rrive at New Orleans. 
New Orleans, March 3.—King Rex 
of the Mardi Gras carnival and tho 
first real summer weather of 1908 ar­ 
rived in New Orleans simultaneously 
to the delight of thousands of visitors 
who recently left almost snowbound 
homes in the north.

most cloudless, the temperature about 
80, trees green and flowers blooming 
everywhere, the king landed at a 
Mississippi river dock from a supposed 
mythical ocean voyage and paraded 
through several miles of the city 
streets. 
This ceremony was barely over 
when darkness arrived and twenty big 
floats of the Krewe of Proteus were 
wheeled out of their hiding places and 
began a night parade. These floats 
and the masked and costumed men 
riding on them illustrated the subject 
“The Light of Asia.” 
Following the parade, the maskers 
left their floats and gave the annual 
Proteus ball in the French Opera 
House.

After disposing of each of the seven 
charges by showing that neither of 
them is the proper basis of criticism 
against Judge Wilfley Secretary Root

administration of justice there affairs 
had grown disgraceful. Judge Wilfley 
was sent there for the express pur­

Secretary Root concludes: 
“The circumstances thus presented 
exhibit a motive for the attempt to 
drive Judge Wilfley from his position. 
They present a strong probability of 
misjudgment, exaggeration and 
dis­ 
tortion of facts on the part of the law­ 
yers who 
have personally suffered 
from the changed conditions. 
They 
make it clear that upon no trifling 
grounds should our government incur 
the public misfortune which would be 
involved in putting the stamp of dis­ 
approval on the work for decency and 
righteousness that the United States 
court for China has done. 
“My opinion is that Judge Wilfley 
is entitled, not to condemnation, but 
to commendation and high credit for 
his conduct in office and that the 
charges against him should be dis­ 
missed.”

It has been only a few 
years since the redwood trees stood 
thick on the land around the larger 
towns of Humboldt county, but now 
all the readily accessible timber has 
been removed, and the people see the 
time when the redwood groves will 
have disappeared. 
There is little If any redwood left 
suitable for a national park that has 
not fallen into private hands. The ac­ 
quisition of any such areas, therefore, 
would 
have 
to 
be 
brought 
about 
through private donation. 
If it is 
found necessary to purchase the land 
for the park, congressional action will 
be required. 
The children do not specify any par­ 
ticular grove of trees which they should 
like created a national perk. 
It will 
therefore be necessary for the people 
of Humboldt county to locate n suita­ 
ble grove of redwood to be made a 
national park, make arrangements for 
the purchase of the tract and then re­ 
quest congress to take up the matter. 
The forest service will be able to do 
nothing more than to supply all pos­ 
sible information and assistance. The 
chief Inspector at San Francisco will 
be requested to look Into the m atter

There la little if any redwood left 
suitable for a national park that has 
not fallen into private hands. The ac­ 
quisition of any such areas, therefore, 
would 
have 
to 
be 
brought 
about 
through private donation. 
If it is 
found necessary to purchase the land 
for the park, congressional action will 
be required.

It will

g a n hack In 1895 and was confine« ! to 
official channels. “ .Much of my service 
h a s dealt with these criticisms," he 
sat<l, and continued* 
“ I beg an when 
I was thirty-six years old, and now I 
a m nearly fifty. 
I put this in because 
I am persistently called a yo ung man. 
I am older than Admiral Capps, who 
h a s referred to me as a ‘young man.* ” 
Continuing , he said he wo uld have 
to g o Into unpleasant facts, such as 
charg ing officers or inventors 
with 
having made misleading statements, 
t h e secretio n of official do cuments, and 
t h e refusal o f superior officers to ac­ 
c e p t sug g estio ns of value. 
The plan of Commander Sims to 
g i ve the co mmittee a sensatio n was 
upset

by 
Senator Till­ 
m a n , who sug g ested that the wMtness 
b e instructed to confin« * his testimo ny 
t o alleg ed faulty construction an« l to 
s a y 
nothing

this 
time of criti­ 
c i s m s made of personal or Incomplete 
org anization or o ther matters which 
art* to be taken up later. 
The co m­ 
m ander asked that he be permitted to 
c o ntinue his statement without inter­ 
ruptio n and that the senators should 
n o t cross-examine him until he had 
co ncluded his statement In his o wn 
w a y. 
His request was ig nored. 


Comma nde r Sims Prote s ts . 


When confined to criticisms of co n­ 
structio n. Commander Sims protested 
that th« * procedure of the committet* 
“ upset him.” 
“ You would upset the co mmittee if 
yo u went into all of tho se thing s at 
t h i s time,’ sahl Senato r Tillman. 
Chairman Hale sai« l the witness was 
n o t to say anything now about “ re­ 
sista n c e to criticism by naval officers,” 
a s that was a matter of ethics. 
“ Don’t you care to knowr if tho de­ 
partment 
has 
resisted 
criticism? ” 
aske« i the commander. 
“ Not from yo u,” was the reply. 
T his incident 
furnished 
an 
Illus­ 
tratio n of subsequent pro ceeding s dur­ 
i n g Co mmander Sims’ testimo ny. 
He 
g o t 
away from the line of inquiry 
a g a i n and ag ain and members of the 
c o m m itte e called him back sharply. 
“ The armor belt on all our battle­ 
s h i p s is too lowr,” Co mmander Stms 
s t a t e d broadly. 
He charg ed that the 
sta te m e n ts made by Rear A« lmlrals 
C o nverse and Capps were misleading . 
“ If an admiral should g o out of port 
w ith o u t full hunkers, say on a cruise 
t o the Pacific, and should meet an 
e n e m y, say in the W est Indies, he 
w o u ld 
be co urtmartlaled,” said the 
co mmander. “ Th« *re mig ht be a heavy 
s e a running and the fleet not be able 
t o use their g uns for a week. 
Then 
t h e ships would need fuel bunkers.” 
H e sahl that the log s of the ships of 
t h e battleship fleet should be secured 
a n d these would sho w the water line 
o f all the ships. 
“ T hat’s for us to g et, not for you 
t o state,” said Chairman llale.

Senato r Tillman then came to the 
r e s c u e of the witness, the first friend­

word he had received.

d id this chiefly by raising direct issue 
wi t h the witness. 
He denied that the 
G erm an co nstructors fig ure on 
full 
bunkers in locating the water line; 
t h a t the log s of a ship are accurate 
evidence, and defied the witness to 
s h o w that vessels were over-draft a 
fo o t and a half upon arrival at Rio. 
T h e cro ss-examination by Admiral 
Capps resulted in mo re direct accusa­ 
t io n s and 
po sitive denials, 
witho ut 
bring ing out anything of importance. 
Gunnery was referred to incidental­ 
l y 
by Senator Perkins and Senator 
T illm an spo ke of the record made at 
Santiag o 
as 
“ modern 
g lory.” 
Com- 
J nander Sims characterized the sho o t­ 
i n g by the American squadron as the 
“ mo st disg raceful exhibition of g un­ 
n e r y that ever took place on tire face 
o f the g lo be.” 
He said that o nly 1% 
p e r cent of hits were averag ed and 4 
p e r cent was the best made by any of 
t h e 
big g uns.

The discovery of this fish Ice was 
made by Minneapolis icemen when put­ 
ting up their summer supply. Some of 
the fish were broken out of the ice and 
after they had been in the suu a few 
moments began to wiggle and when

in 
w ater 
swam 
around 
as 
though they had never been frozen. 
This phenomenon suggested an idea 
to the icemen, and they already have 
several hundred tons of fish ice stored 
in their houses and will sell It the com­ 
ing sum m er at an advance over the 
price of ordinary Ice because of the 
food supplies it carries. 
The fish thus captured vary in size 
from six inches to two feet and include 
buffalo, catfish, bullheads, carp, suck­ 
ers and other varieties indigenous to 
the river. 
There are thousands of 
them, and nearly every cake of ice has 
several fish in It. 
The find has been a boon to the 
poorer classes of Minneapolis, as many 
of them have laid in all the ice they 
can stow away, and others have cut 
out the fish and are selling them about 
town. Cakes of the ice with the In­ 
closed fish are displayed In the m arket 
window’s and attract a great deal of 
attention.

But Senator Tillm an Upsets H is Plan 


Immediately by Having Testim ony 


Lim ited to Alleged Faulty Construc­ 


tion of Battleships. 


W ashington, March 3.—Commander 
W’illlam H. Sims, naval aide to Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, by his own statem ent 
is responsible for the “row” over 
criticism s of battleship construction. 
At the outset of his testim ony before 
the senate com m ittee on naval affairs 
he gave the com m ittee to understand 
it could expect some sensations. This 
was done in a prelim inary statem ent 
outlining w hat he “had to do with 
naval criticism ,” which he said be­ 
gan back In 1895 and was confined to 
official channels. “Much of my service 
has dealt with these criticism s,” he 
said, and continued: 
“I began when 
I was thirty-six years old, and now I 
am nearly fifty. 
I put this in because 
I am persistently called a young man. 
I am older than Admiral Capps, w'ho 
has referred to me as a ‘young m an.’ ” 
Continuing, he said he would have 
to go into unpleasant facts, such as 
charging officers or inventors with 
having made misleading statem ents, 
the secretion of official documents, and 
the refusal of superior officers to ac­ 
cept suggestions of value. 
The plan of Commander Sims to 
give the com m ittee a sensation was 
upset im mediately by Senator Till­ 
man, who suggested that the witness 
be Instructed to confine his testim ony 
to alleged faulty construction and to 
say nothing at this time of criti­ 
cism s m ade of personal or incomplete 
organization or other m atters which 
are to be taken up later. 
The com­ 
m ander asked that he be perm itted to 
continue his statem ent without inter­ 
ruption and that the senators should 
not cross-examine him until he had 
concluded his statem ent in his own 
way. 
His request was ignored. 


Commander Sims Protests. 
W hen confined to criticism s of con­ 
struction, Commander Sims protested 
that the procedure of the com m ittee 
“upset him .” 
“You would upset the com m ittee if 
you went into all of those things at 
this tim e,” said Senator Tillman. 
Chairm an Hale said the w itness was 
not to say anything now about “re­ 
sistance to criticism by naval officers,” 
as that was a m atter of ethics. 
“Don’t you care to know if the de­ 
partm ent 
has 
resisted 
criticism ?” 
asked the commander. 
“Not from you,” was the reply. 
This incident furnished an illus­ 
tration of subsequent proceedings dur­ 
ing Commander Sim s’ testimony. 
He 
got away from the line of inquiry 
again and again and m em bers of the 
com m ittee called him back sharply. 
“The arm or belt on all our battle­ 
ships is too low,” Commander Sims 
stated broadly. 
He charged that the 
statem ents made by Rear Admirals 
Converse and Capps were misleading. 
“If an adm iral should go out of port 
w ithout full bunkers, say on a cruise 
to the Pacific, and should m eet an 
enemy, say in the W est Indies, he 
would be courtm artialed,” said the 
commander. “There m ight be a heavy 
sea running and the fleet" not be able 
to use their guns for a week. 
Then 
the ships would need fuel bunkers.” 
He said th at the logs of the ships of 
the battleship fleet should be secured 
and these would show the w ater line 
of all the ships. 
“T h at’s for us to get, not for you 
to state,” said Chairman Hale. 


Tillm an to the Rescue. 
Senator Tillm an then came to the 
rescue of the witness, the first friend­ 
ly word he had received. 
“All the 
com m ander is trying to say,” inter­ 
rupted Mr. Tillman, “is that the log 
books will bear out his statem ents.” 
Commander 
Sims 
said 
that 
the 
French allow for extra and unantici­ 
pated weights, and that the Germans 
in designing ships figure on a normal 
i line with bunkers full. 
He said that 
when the American fleet arrived at 
Rio de Janeiro the w ater lines of the 
Connecticut class were fully a foot 
and a half below normal. 
At the conclusion of the criticism s 
of the w ater lines, which were made 
in the m ost general term s, Admiral 
Capps was given permission to cross- 
exam ine the witness. 
The adm iral 
did this chiefly by raising direct issue 
with the witness. 
He denied that the 
German constructors figure on full 
bunkers in locating the w ater line; 
th at the logs of a ship are accurate 
evidence, and defied the w itness to 
show th at vessels were over-draft a 
foot and a half upon arrival at Rio. 
The cross-examination by Admiral 
Capps resulted in more direct accusa­ 
tions and positive denials, without 
bringing out anything of importance. 
Gunnery was referred to incidental­ 
ly by Senator Perkins and Senator 
Tillm an spoke of the record made at 
Santiago as 
“modern glory.” 
Com­ 
m ander Sims characterized the shoot­ 
ing by the American squadron as the 
“most disgraceful exhibition of gun 
nery th at ever took place on thia face 
of the globe.”
